Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
reference has failed to disclose or suggest an ultrasonic treatment device as recited in the 
independent claims 1 and 12, especially a moveable jaw, arranged opposite to the ultrasonic 
probe, that grips living-body tissue with the ultrasonic probe, and that is supported to freely pivot 
about a first pivot shaft as a fulcrum at the peripheral surface of the manipulating section main 
body; and a moveable handle directly linked with the moveable jaw for opening or closure 
operation of the moveable jaw with respect to the ultrasonic probe and supported to freely pivot 
about a second pivot shaft as a fulcrum at the peripheral surface of the manipulating section 
main body.
